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Geoblissus gen. nov. 


Body somewhat oval, with long hairs; head very small; seen from above, frons 
visible and prominently sloping towards apex of head which is wider than long; eyes 
large and produced outwardly; ocelli nearer to eyes than the distance between ocelli. 
Pronotum sparsely punctured, with straight hairs; anterior margin of pronotum 
sinuate backwardly, posterior margin of pronotum straight but postero-lateral mar- 
gins rounded and as broad as antero-lateral margins: posterior two-thirds of the 
lateral margins of pronotum slightly incised, and a median part of pronotum trans- 
versely impressed. Scutellum wider than long, with the apex acutely pointed 
and the lateral margins slightly sinuate outwardly, posterior one third concave. 
Costal margin of fore wings incised, 
apical margin cut off at the apex of the 
claval suture. Legs with long hairs, 
fore femora swollen, fore tibiae slightly 
curved inwardly and with thorn-like 
spines at the apical margins, posterior 
segments of tarsi longer than the an- 
terior ones. Abdomen with irregular 
wrinkles and long hairs, abdomen short- 
er than head and thorax combined to- 
gether, one-third of the posterior mar- 
gin of the fifth abdominal tergite pro- 
duced posteriorly but one third of it 
truncated and fourth tergite slightly Hf 
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produced posteriorly but linearly trun- MG 
cated, posterior margin of the second Ñ 
tergite very slightly incised throughout y \ 
its width.

lowing characters: Antennae shorter 
than pronotum, first antennal segment subequal to the length of third, the second 
the longest and longer than the fourth; anterior one third of pronotum incised 
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acutely, and moreover frons continuously sloping from the anterior part of pro- 
notum; fore tibiae thickened towards the apex and outer margins with thorn-like 
spines; middle and hind tibiae with close spines; mesosternum conspicuously swoll- 
en and with a longitudinal ridge at the median part, third abdominal tergite the 
narrowest; the second tergite rounded fowardly; median part of the anterior mar- 
gin of first abdominal tergite prominently produced. 


Geoblissus rotundatus sp. nov. (Figs. 1-3) 


Body blackish brown with golden hairs; central lobe of head, eyes and ocelli 
reddish brown; antennal segments, rostrum, anterior parts of coxae, trochanters,

tarsi, and the opening of scent glands yellowish brown or light brown; clavus and 
corium light yellow; membrane semi-transparent; posterior half and the anterior 
one fifth of clavus and the anterior part of claval suture blackish yellow; all 
pleura and sterna, and basal half of scutellum dull black, but mesosternum brown- 
ish black and shining. 

Length of body: male 4mm: female 5mm.
